used, “ that blood is thicker than water.” 
Out of this disaster let us pluck what satisfaction we 
can. The reverse will soon be retrieved with sufficient 
eclat. If there beany virtue in our new rifled cannon we 
shall shell these barbarians out of their nests without 
giving them a chance of any similar success in the 
future; and, if the French are with us in equal force and 
with their modern weapons, they at least will not fight 
this fight with padded gloves. But whether the French 
are resolved to go with us in strength or not, we must 
not delay. If we are at the landing-place by March we 
can do the work well in one year; if we are later than 
April we are almost certain to take two years about 
the business, and to double our risks and our expenses. 
We hope that no desire of French co-operation 
will induce us to carry our politeness to so expensive 
an extent as to wait for them. If they should not be 
ready to go with us, we can divide the task with them, 
and meet them at Pekin, or expect them at Tientsin. 
Perhaps, also, we may meet the Americans out there. 
It private American letters from China speak truth— 
if Mr. Ward was, with studied intent to ridicule him, 
drawn to Pekin by a mule and a donkey, tandem 
fashion—if his complaints of the incivility of his 
Chinese attendants were rejected with impertinence 
—if his request for horses was directly refused, 
and if his ratified treaty is found to be des- 
titute of the only useful stipulation the draught 
contained —that is to say, the regulations 
for trade and tariffs,—then we conceive that the Ameri- 
caus may by this time have concluded that their humi- 
lity has not answered. We, however, want no help. 
We would rather do this act of justice to our massacred 
countrymen ourselves. But the conduct of Mr. Ward 
and Commodore Tattnall during theday of disaster comes 
home to us all. When that act of perfidy has been pun- 
ished and forgotten, we hope that the friendly feelings 
and cordial companionship which united English- 
men and Americans in the waters of China, and the na- 
tural sympathies which burst forth at that moment 
of disaster, may be remembered. Whether the 
people of the United States choose to believe it, or 
choose to acknowledge it, or not, there is always on this 
side of the Atlantic a strong kin-like feeling towards 
the people of our own blood who dwell on the other sid 
We are jealous of their affection, and hurt when we find 
their sympathies turned from us, perhaps to be lavished 
upon despots with whom they have nothing in common, 
and barbarians who have one word of scorn for them 
and for us. We are irritated also when they are que- 
rulous and quarrelsome and tetchy with us, and when, 
having abundance of gentlemen to choose from, they 
setthe most ill-bred swaggering adventurer they can 
find to insult us and wrong us. But we are never hap- 
pier as a nation in our relations with the Amcrican peo- 
ple than upon those rare occasions when we are going 
cordially together, never better pleased than when we 
have some act of courte sy, or, still better, some act of 
kindness, to thank them for, as in this affair of the Peiho. 


The Daily News onthe late Negro Insurrection 
in America :--- 


If there must be a negro insurrection in the United 
States before the slavery question is settled, Maryland 
is more likely than any other place to be the scene of 
it, under the circumstances of the present time. It is 
a misfortune thet the negroes should rise; and for a 
long interval there was hope that the transition from 
slave to free labour might be accomplished in a peaceful 
and orderly way. Up to about a quarter of a century 
ago the universal supposition was that slavery could 
come to an end by no other means than a servile war; 
and this was the dread which kept quiet some leading 
citizens, who, if they had stirred in time, might have 
accomplished the revolution in the labour market long 
before this. There were then risings, of more 
cr less consequence, in the Slave States so frequently 
that the average was set down as 12 per year. The 
fearful insurrection known by the name of the South- 
ampton Massacre took place in 1832, and this was till 
“recently called the last negro rising. The abolition 
movement was instituted at that time ; the news of that 
humble beginning spread over the Slave States, in the 
way that news about negro interests does spread ; and 
from the moment when Garrison was understood to have 
dedicated himself to their cause the negroes tacitly 
committed their affairs to his hands, and he and his 
coadjutors were non-resistants. For above twenty 
years, while the slaveholders kept up their alarms 
and cautions, suspecting incendiarism, material and 
moral, at every turn, the slaves never rebelled, more or 
less. This was one good service done by the abolition- 
ists; and another was that the slaves were better treated, 
in ion as the attention of the world was directed 
22 their case.

State of Maryland is surrounded by excitements. There 
is Washington close by—standing on soil yielded by 
Maryland and Virginia ; and for months of every year 
slavery is quarrelled about there by the first men in the 
Republic. There is Baltimore—prone to slave traffic— 
known to send out vessels every year to trade be- 
tween the African coasts and Cuba. There is Annapo- 
lis, where the Legislature holds its sittings, and where 
stringent restraints on the free blacks are pro with 
more vehemence from session to session, till we even 
hear of proposals to sell into slavery every free negro 
who is found in the State after a certain date. There 
is Pennsylvania close at hand from the rural districts, 
with its thriving class of free blacks, who own ships and 
rows of houses in Philadelphia, and are known by their 
deeds in aiding wanderers from the South. There 
is the broad Potomac, with its abundant shipping, and its 


snug berths for many more fugitives than the cruel vigi- 


lance of exasperated slaveholders can track. There is Vir- 
giuia all along the southern frontier, and not a little of it is 
Western Virginia, where slavery has long been con- 
demned and abhorred. Nowhere is slavery more unpo- 
pular than on the table lands of Virginia, where the 
farmers were talking of abolishing it before the aboli- 
tionists entered upon their enterprise. There is pro- 
bably not a man of any colour in Virginia who does not 
know that the great question of State politics is how soon 
Virginia shall join the Free States, when she must choose 
between North and South ; and such news is not kept in 
by frontier lines. In this way all influences have for 
some time combined to inform the negroes of Maryland 
that the maintenance of slavery has become a difficult 
task to their masters; that it is a tottering institution ; 
that the great quarrel of the American people is about 
allowing it to exist; that thousands cf slaves escapeevery 
year; that free labourers come in in yet greater numbers; 
and that their masters are growing too angry to be en- 
dured. It may be smoe time before we can know with 
certainty the origin and course of the insurrection at 
Harper’s Ferry; but, whether it is the work of free 
blacks or slaves, whether a conspiracy or an outbreak of 
sudden rage, there can be nothing wonderful in it, how- 
ever regretful it may be regarded by the best friends of 
humanity, white and black. 

Harper’s Ferry is particularly well and very daringly 
chosen, if chosen at all, as the seat of an insurrection. 
On the frontier between Virginia and Maryland, at the 
coufluence of great rivers, and the junction of State 
railways, and the centre of a net of telegraphic wires, 
it would have been a post of great importance even if 
there had not been an arsenal from which a great negro 
population might be armed. If the recent moods of the 
musters and the State politicians had been less fierce, 
and their language and acts less oppressive, we might 
have hoped that the parties might come to fair terms 
before much mischief is done. As it is, we cannot but 
dread the reflection of the tyrannical temper of the 
masters in the vindictive conduct of the slaves. The 
negroes have shown wonderful patience, and, on occa- 
sion, a very remarkable generosity; but the Maryland 
slave-traders and free negro haters have not appealed 
to the best but to the worst parts of human 
nature in their recent dealings with their preca- 
rious human property, and there may well 
be apprehension of the result. We mean only as to 
what may have been done in the first outbreak. No 
doubt the rising would be immediate y put down by 
the Federal and State forces. This is to be hoped on 
every account, for the doom of slavery in the Republic, 
especially in the trontier States, and, above all, in 
Maryland, is so clear and so closely impending, that 
every breach of order is likely to be a mere mischief— 
an impediment, and no furtherance. If the masters 
were wise they would know how to turn the occasion 
to advantage for getting rid of their burden and curse ; 
but Maryland slaveholders, who cannot bear the 
presence of a free negro on any foot of soil in the 
State, are not wise ; and they will, donbtless, make the 
worst of their own case. 


The Morning Herald on the Prospects of Conser- 
vatism :— 


Amongst the other causes which tend to that strength 
of the Conservative party about which there can no 
longer be any doubt, some of the most effective arise 
from the feeling entertained by the most valuable com- 
mercial interests of the nation that they are not safe in 


the hands of any other possible Government. We should’ 


be very far, indeed, from admitting that the manufactu- 
ring interest is opposed to Conservative opinions. The 
great question on which it took a decided stand 
is settled, and those who contributed to its tri- 
umph form no part of the present Administra- 
tion — except, indeed, we reckon amongst them 
those who had opposed free trade up to the date of 
Sir Robert Peel’s surrender. That much support can- 
not be expected trom the manufacturing interest is true, 
but hostility from that interest is not at all probable. It 
has had the usual feud which is waged between new 
and old dominions, and which raged three hundred 
years ago between the nobles of England and the people 
who were enriched by the spoils of the Church. But 
the influence of these things upon the general politic 
bearing of great sections of the community counts for 
nothing, and the supposed support of the manufacturing 
interest to the Whigs is only one of the many modes of 
attracting a false importance to a body which daily 
threatens a spontaneous disruption. Of other great com- 
mercial interests there can not even be pretended such a 
tendency, and of these many are interests which had long 
previously identified themselves more with Liberal than 
with Conservative opinions. 

Of these one ofthe chief was that of British shipping. 
From the dawn of the anti-corn law agitation the ship- 
ping interest had been accustomed to identify itself, to a 
very great extent, with those who advocated that move- 
ment. Its principal men were at best indifferent, and 
many of the inferior grades were even violent partisans, 
The shipping interest has, however, had more than 
enough ot the legislation of a party which must keep 
itself together by perpetual mutual sacrifice, and which, 
as it is at present constituted, cannot afford to do justice 
to any commercial body which has not a large number 
of adherents in the House of Commons.

ANTI-SABBATH MOVEMENT AND THE GLAS- 
NEVIN GARDEN. 
TOTHE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin, I beg, through you, to direct the attention of the 
members of the Royal Dublin Society to an important 
motion which is to be brought before them at their 
meeting this day; thatis,in substance, the Sabbath 
question“ Are our Sabbaths to be assimilated to those of 
the Continent ?” 

Mr. James Haughton, with, no doubt, the best inten- 
tions, forces the discussion of this subject on the Royal 
Dublin Society for the third time, having been on two 
previous occasions signally defeated—on the last by a 
majority of 140 to 37. 

Mr. Haughto 


n's proposal is, to open the Glasnevin 
Garden to the public on Sundays. 

I object, that we could not open the Garden on Sun- 
days without employing a good many men there for the 
purpose of r it, and that we have no right to 
take away the day of rest and Sabbath of such men for 
the sake of the amusement of others. 

I object again, that the proposal is impracticable, be- 
cause we have no funds to defray the charge of additional 
attendance. 

Further, I object that whilst the Garden can be of but 
little value to the public as an additional walk on Sun- 
days, it is of the utmost for the purpose of botanical 
study, and that this, its proper object, would be se- 
riously interfered with by the adoption of Mr. Haughton’s 
motion. 

It may be said that Kew Garden being open on Sun- 
days shows both the practicability of the measure, and 
the feeling about it in Emlanf. 

It does not show the practicability of the measure as 
regards our garden, because we are restricted to very 
limited funds, while at Kew they never want for money. 
It does not show the feeling of the public in England on 
the subject, because, as is well known, the opening of 
Kew Garden on Sundays was the individual act of Sir 
Benjamin Hall, who, as First Commissioner of Parks and 
Palaces, had, most unfortunately, the entire control of 
Kew, as well as of the other places in that department. 
Kew Garden was thus opened on Sundays, not in obe- 
dience to public feeling, but in unseemly defiance of it, 
in violation of the decisions of the House of Commons, 
and of an overwhelming number of petitions and signa- 
tures against it. 

A brief reference to the proceedings on the Sabbath 
question in Parliament, at that period, will distinctly 
show this. The question was brought before the House 
of Commons in 1855 by Sir Joshua Walmsley, in the 
form of a motion for opening the British Museum and 
National Gallery to public inspection on Sundays, and 
was rejected by a majority of 237 to 84. It was again 
introduced by the same mover, seconded by Sir John 
Shelley, in 1856, and rejected by a majority of 376 to 
48. In the latter year the number of petitions presented 
against the motion was 4,996, with 629,178 signatures; 
whilst the petitions in its favour were only 123, with 
24,056 signatures. In the general election which 
followed, Sir Joshua Walmsley, the mover, and Sir 
John Shelley, the seconder of the motion, both lost 
their seats, and lost them in consequence of their advo- 
cacy of this measure. 

The yet more important aspects of this great question

EXTRAORDINARY ARREST OF A GENTLEMAN ALLEGED TO 

BE A LUNATIC. 
The Queen v. John Featherstone. 

Mr. Harris, O. C., applied on behalf of Mr. John 
Featherstone, who is at present confined as a dangerous 
lunatic in the Clonmel District Lunatic Asylum, for a 
habeas corpus, to be directed to the keeper of said 
asylum at Clonmel, and to the jailer of the 
prison, to bring the alleged lunatic before the 
court, and also for a certiorari to procure a copy of the 
committal under which Mr. Featherstone was placed in 
custody, and also that the informations against him be 
brought before the court. The circumstances of the 
case were most extraordinary. Mr. George Feather- 
stone, the father of the alleged lunatic, made an affidavit 
detailing the circumstances under which his son was 
committed to jail as a dangerous lunatic.— 
He had been committed to the lunatic asylum 
on the 1st March, 1859, asa dangerous lunatic, and the 
informations on which he was committed were drawn 
up on the 14th January, 1859. The first information 
against the gentleman was sworn by Mr. 
Ralph Bernal Osborne, of Newtownanner, county 
Tipperary. In his informations Mr. Bernal Os- 
borne stated that Mr. John Featherstone 
was walking or trespassing on Mr. Osborne’s demesne 
of Newtownanner. He was immediately asked to leave 
the ground, as he was said to be trespassing. He re- 
plied he would not, and said he was the real and legal 
possessor of the estate. He was further remonstrated 
with, and requested to leave the grounds, but he would 
not do so. A gardener, and a man named Pat. Ryan, were 
sent for, and requested toexpel Mr. Featherstone. They 
attempted to arrest him, and, as the information states, 
he became most violent, and kicked and assaulted the 
two men. Mr. Osborne, having sworn those informa- 
tions, was, bound over to prosecute. The next informa- 
tion was that of Patrick Ryan, who deposed that he was 
employed by Mr. Bernal Osborne to remove Mr. 
John Featherstone from the lands. He asked 
the gentleman to leave, but he refused to do so. Infor- 
mant then seized hold of him for the purpose of removing 
him, when informant was assaulted by him, and kicked 
in the mouth. These were the two informations on 
which Mr. Featherstone was brought handcuffed before 
two magistrates at Clonmel. A committal on those in- 
formations was made out against him, as a dangerous 
lunatic, and he was committed as such to the asylum. 
The following is the committal:—“ Whereas Ralph B. 
Osborne has sworn informations before us, stating facts 
from which it appears that John Featherstone has been 
discovered and apprehended under circumstances deno- 
ting a derangement of mind, and for the purpose of 
committingan indictable crime—that is to say, on the day 
he went to Newtownanner, in the’county of Tipperary, 
the property of said Ralph Osborne, and claimed same 
as his own, and threatened to injure said Ralph Osborne, 
and did assault Patrick Ryan and the gardener—we 
are satisfied that the said John Featherstone is a dan- 
gerous lunatic: These are, therefore, in her Majesty’s 
name, to charge and command you to receive and 
detain in your custody, in the said jail of 
Clonmel, the body of said John Featherstone, 
and safely to keep until he shall be removed to a proper 
lunatie asylum, or otherwise discharged by the course of 
law ; and for so doing this shall be your sufficient war- 
rant and authority. Given under our hands and seals, 
this 14th day of January, 1859.—Samuel Riall, J.P., and 
W. II. Riall, J. P.“ The statutes (counsel stated) by which 
magistrates werepermitted to commit persons as danger- 
ous lunatics were, the Ist and 2nd Vic., chap. 27 ; and the 
8th and 9th Vic., chap. 107, and section 10. In the latter 
act it was enacted that justices of the peace shall not 
commit persons as dangerous lunatics unless upon the

The other judges concurred with his lordship, and 
the motion was accordingly refused. i 

Molloy v. For. 

Mr. Lawson, Q C., on the part of the Patriotic In- 
surance Company of Ireland, moved to show cause why 
a sum of £98, in satisfaction, of a judgment, should not 
be paid to the plaintiff. The judgment had been en- 
tered on the 24th January, 1859 ; the plaintiff died on 
the 4th February ; and the company had received se- 
veral notices from claimants, stating that they were 
entitl.d Lu the policy of assurance. It appears that 
Fox had pledged the policy to a salesmaster in Smith- 
field, and it was not safe now to pay the balance to 
Molloy. His clients, therefore, required that the policy 
should be delivered up to them, and a proper discharge 
effected, before paying the amount. A cause petition 
had been filed in Chancery to administer the fund. 

The Court let the motion stand over until the decision 
in the Court of Chancery is made. 

O’ Brien v. Lennon. 

Mr. Woodlock moved to substitute service of sum- 
mons and plaint on the two brothers of the defendant. 
The latter had been a gentleman farmer, and held the 
lands of Concannon, in thecounty of or * Accord- 
ing to the statement of his brothers, he had left the 
county within the last six weeks, and did not intend to 
return ; but when residing in this county he lived with 
his brother John on the aforesaid lands. Since leaving 
he had written to his brother Charles, stating that he 
did not intend to return. 

The Court—Does his brother represent him as an 
agent? Some such representation is necessary for the 
granting of the application. It is not sufficient to state 
that his brother has been in communication with him. 

Mr. Woodlock said they were not prepared to show 
that the brother of the defendant acted as his agent, 
but he would refer the court to the case of Black v. 
Smith, in which, though it was shown that the defen- 
dant had no land agent or attorney, the court allowed 
the service of a writof inquiry to be served upon his 
brother-in-law. 

Baron Greene—But the negative was established in 
that case. 

Mr. Woodlock—I admit, my lord, that it was.

It ap 
the petitioner had lived for 40 years in the West Indies, 
and, having returned to this country, he invested a sum 
of £6,000 odd, and entered into an understanding with 
his nephew, being anxious to lay out the money in pur- 
chasing property in the Incumbered Estates Court. For 
the purpose of accomplishing this object, it was ne- 
cessary for him to transfer the money, and accordingly, 
in the month of April, 1858, he sold a sum of £6,350, 
which, together with a second sum, was invested by the 
respondent in his own name. ‘The object of the present 
motion wasto obtain an injunction restraining him 
(the respondent) from transferring or applying the 
money, until answer or further order. It appeared that, 
upon the 24th of last December, the respondent sold out, 
and re-invested the sum of 6,612/. 8s. 7d. in Consols, and 
the petitioner was not aware ot what he had done until 
the 24th October, 1859. He had communications with 
the respondent regarding the transaction, but, owing to 
the peculiarly evasive character of his letters, he sought 
the injunction in order that his property might be pro- 
tected. 

The Master of the Rolls inquired whether the peti- 
tioner would be satisfied with the injunction in the 
prayer of the petition.

The Chief Justice inquired how the alleged lunatic 
passed from the jail tq the lunatic asylum? 

Mr. Harris, Q. C., in reply, stated that they had effi- 
davits stating that the keeper of the lunatic asylum 
had refused to give any information as to the mode 
in which Mr. Featherstone had been first given into 
custody. The unfortunate young man, of course, 
could make no affidavit himself as to the circumstances, 
but his father had sworn that he was perfectly sane at 
the time. They had alsoan affidavit from the com 
of the alleged lunatic. He (counsel) believed that the 
unfortunate young gentleman had been injured in the 
head, and was ocvasionally subject to delusions, but at 
the time he was arrested he was perfectly 
rational, and had been in the habit of at 
to his business. It appeared he had been tied 
to a tree with ropes, and was brought into Clonmel jail 
handcuffed, and kept there for several hours, but that 
was a matter for another court afterwards.

AMERICA.—THE INSURRECTION AT HARPER’S 
FERRY 


The “irrepressible conflict” that has broken out at 
Harper's Ferry, where the United States have an ar- 


respondent had a quarrel with a person of the name of 
Brophy, who instituted an action, and obtained a verdict 
for £10 against him in the Court of Exchequer, with a 
sum for costs, amounting in toto to £47 98. 9d. For the 
recovery of that amount a seizure was made u the 
horses of the petitioner, who filed an affidavit claiming 
the property as his. No sale was made by the sheriff, 
and an interpleader order was obtaine!. A trial then 
took place fur the purpose of asccrtaining the owner- 
ship ot the property, and upon that event the respon- 
dent swore that ali belonged to his father, the petitioner. 
A verdict was accordingly had for the petitioner 
upon this state of facts, thereby establishing that the 
horses were his exclusive right. An action was then 
brought by Brophy, upon his judgment, in which he 
got a verdict, and issued a ca. sa. tor £68, upon which 
the arrest of the respondent was eficcted on the 
16th May, 1855. On the 19th of the same 
month he filed his schedule in the Insolvent Court. It 
appeared that, in the interim of his arrest and his dis- 
charge, a sum of £995 had been given him by his 
brother, and the respondent charged that all the money 
belonged to the petitioner. The present injunction was 
sought for the purpose of preventing the respondent 
drawing from the control of the court the two sums 
specified in a purchase of stock which he had made 
while managing the business. On the other side, it was 
stated that the cause petition had only been filed on 
the previous day, and, as a most im- 
question was involved in the case, 
t would not object to the injunction till 
answer or further order. 
The Master of the Rolls inquired whether counsel on 
behalf of petitioner did not consider it would be neces- 
sary to have the assignee before the court ? 
Counsel said that if the court was of such opinion he 
would be brought before his lordship. 
The Master of the Rolls said he did not see 
any objection to granting an injunction. He would
